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“Whe Giant Britain Is Great: 


Under the above heading the Chicago Daily Tribune recently pald a mag- 
nificent tribute to the Government and people of Great Britain. - Coming, as 
it does,immediately following jhe surprising articles in the Hearst journals in 
commendation of the British attitude in dealing with the many and enormous- 
ly diMeult after-the-war preblems of Europe, it is most gratifying evidence of 
the fact that the people of the United States appreciate and are in sympathy 
with the parent branch of the English-speaking people. 


The unity of sentiment at present prevailing between the two great Anglo- 
Saxon nations, and which has steadily developed"during and‘since the war, is 
the most promising thing for the future in a world now torn and distracted by 
national jealousies and suspicions. If the people of the British Empire and 
the United States present a united front, and remain on guard against those 
common enemies who seek (o sow the seeds of discord and ill-will, they can 
rule the world. 


Great Britain plunged unbesitatingly and quite unprepared into the Great 
War because of # “scrap of ‘paper.’ That is to say, Great Britain having 
affixed its signature to a treaty guaraftteeing the neutrality of Belgium, there- 
by pledging itself to see that such neutrality was observed, the Empire rushed 
to arms to make good its promise and in defence of Belgium which relied on 
that promise. 

In living up to its pledge in this-respect, Great Britain expended all its 
resources, of men, material and money. It financed its European Allies to 
the extent of thousands of millions of dollars, In order to do this and meet 
its own tremendous expenditures, Great Britain was finally compelled to bar- 
row billions of dollars from the United States. It gave its pledge that such 
loans wouk! be repaid with interest. 


Staggering under a burden of taxation greater than is borne by any other 
nation in the world, with its foreign trade,-upon which it so largely. exists, 
crippled because of unsetiled tconomic conditions everywhere, with hundreds 
of thousands of its own people unemployed as a result and whe must be sup- 
ported by the State, with its Europedn Allies as yét unable to make repay- 
ment even of interest on the large sums advanced to them, Great Britain 
was faced with the necessity of meeting its obligation’ to the United States. 

The British Government hight, as the Chicago Tribume says, have evaded, 
postponed, quibbled and argued. ‘They could have presented a strong case 
for delay in action. They might even have repudiated. But, adds The Tri- 
bune, “they have chosen to act with honor, candor and decision.” _ They 
have agreed to a refunding of thelr enormous debt to the United States, and 
to repay the fuli amount, principal and interest,within a stated number or 
years. 

In recommending the prompt acceptance ay. Congress. of the British war 
debt ray eg am President Harding reminds Congress and the United sag 
people that the transaction “means vastly more than the mere refunding an: 
the ulttmate discharge of the largest international Joan ever contracted. “1 
is a recommitment of the English-speaking world to the validity of contract.” 
The President added that the failure of the British undertaking. would have 
spread political aud economié discouragement throughout the world and gen- 
eral repudiation would likely have followed in its wake. 


English-speaking people know, or ought to know, what the validity of con- 
“tract means. The validity of contract, the keeping of the pledged word, the 
fulfilment of agreements, this is the key stone of the arch Which sustains the 
civilization we share in common, ‘The English-speaking peoples believe that 
when such faithis broken soviety will ‘break up, dissolve, as the Russian did. 
The validity of.eontract, the validity of treaties, this is vital to tolerable hu- 
man relations, to stability, to progress. 
Speaking of the British action, the Chicago Tribune uses these significant 
-words: *‘This is British ational character, the stuff which has made the Brit- 
ish great through the centuries and sustains their world embracing power to- 
day, something greater than armies or navies. The British settlement is, 
in fact, more important to Britain and the world than a campaign of conquest. 
A battle might add afcolony to the Empire, but this buttresses the foundations 
ef British power and p riy, 
“That is character. It is also: farseeing intelligence, for British well- 
being as well.as ours depends upon the stabilization of international inter- 
course, especially between America and Great Britain. And as, the President 
well says, the settlement is ‘a new element of financial and economic stabiliza- 
tion, when the world is sadly needing a reminder of the ways of peace. It 
is an example of encouragement and inspiration, when the world is staggering 
in dincouragement and bowed with the sorrow of wars that were and fears of 
wars which humanity is praying may be avoided,’ ” i

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Buoy Drifts Across Atlantic 
Beacon’ Thought to be from Bay of 
. Fundy 

The news that a whistling buoy in- 
scribed “made in Ottawa,” was wash 
ed ashore at Bryher, Scilly Islands, 
and thought to. be ‘one of the St, 
Lawrence River beacons, was receiv: 
ed with interest by eastern shipping 
men. R, A. Widlard!) head of the 
Department of Mariné, who dirécts 
the laying of over five hundred buoys 
in the river every spring, had the fol- 
lowing to say In regard to the buoy: 

“There are no whistling buoys in 
the River St, Lawrence, but there are 
some in the giilf, also off Halifax and 
in the Bay of Fundy. is a pity 
{the number of the buoy was not given 
because that would absolutely estab- 
lish its identity. Qe 

“Other buoys have drifted right 
across the Atlantic to the British 
coast, but the record trip for a Cana- 
dian buoy was reported in 1911 when 
one drifted from its moorings off Van- 
couver Island and was picked up on 
the Australian coast. 

“The average speed of a drifting 
buoy is three miles an hout and It is 
commonly known that some buoys 
have drifted at the rate of seven miles 
per hour on. the edge of the Gulf 
Stream. . Personally, I think the buoy’ 
is from the Bay of Fundy.” 

Mr. Wiallard estimated the value of 
the buoy at $4,000 and thinks it prob- 
able that a C.G.M.M. ship will - bring 
it. back to Canada.
